SCHOOL LAW. 4 


A BILL establishing a system of Common , 
Schools 

CHAPTER I. 
SCHOOL TUNDS 

Secrrox 1, Be renacted by the Legisla- 
hue Assembly of the Territory of Oregon, 
That there hereby is constituted and es- 
tablished, u fund to be designated by the 
name of the Common School Fund, the 
mecome of which shall be appropnated to

the support of common schools in the Fer- fa 


ritory of Oregon, m such manne: as shall 
be pointed out by law. 

Seo. 2. That the principa 
falling or accruing to the Territory of 
Oregon for school purposes, whether by 


lofall moneys 


any land heretofore given, or Which may 


hereafter be given by the Congress of the 
United States to this Territory for school 
pi poses, or acer uing from heenses, fines, 
forfertures, or penalties, appropriated by 
law to common schools, or in any other 
manner whatever, shall constitute an n- 
reducible fund, the proceeds or mterest 
accruing from which, shall be annually 
divided among all the school districts in 
the Terntory, proportionably to the num- 
ber of cmidier or youth m each between 
the ages of four and twenty-one yoars, 
for the suppoit of common schools in said 
districts, and for no other use or purpose 
whatevor. 

Sec 3 That all moneys accruing from 
the lease or rent ef school lands, and also 
from a tax of two mills on the dollar, to be 
assessed and collected inthe same manne} 
as other Territorial taxes, shall be added 
to the mteiest on the school funds provi- 
ded for in the preceding section, to be dìs- 
imbuted annually with said interest, and 
in the same manner, among all the school 
districts in the Territory 

Seo 4 That all moneys paid into the 
treasury of the Tontoy, as provided for
